FOR WATER MAIN EXTENSION 

WHEREAS, THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, through its Board of Public Works, 
hereinafter referred to as "City," and COOK ROAD INDUSTRIAL INVESTORS, INC., 
Contract Buyers, and Sam W. Fletcher, Jack W. Schrey and Fred Marolf, Contract 
Sellers, hereinafter referred to as "DEVELOPER," hereby agree to a joint venture 
for economic development with City, and, 

WHEREAS, Developer is proposing an industrial expansion that would 
create jobs to the betterment of the Citizens of the City, and 

WHEREAS, Developer is the owner of and intends to create an industrial 
and research center on the following described tract of land, to-wit: 

Located in the Northeast Quarter of Section 16, and Northwest Quarter 
of Section 15, Township 31 North, Range 12 East, consisting of 
112.545 acres, bounded on and contiguous to the following boundaries: 

Cook Road, Ludwig Road, Chalfant Road and the former G R & I Rail¬

WHEREAS, City through its Mayor and Board of Public Works has a strong 
commitment to the community for economic development, in creating employment

$575.00 per gross acre, as the following described real estate 
is developed.

3. Developer agrees that, in the event it acquires any acreage 
contiguous to the real estate hereinbefore described, it shall, 
at its sole cost, and in accordance with the latest provisions 
of the Main Extension Policy of the Utility, extend the water 
main so as to service such additional acreage. 

4. City and Developer agree that in addition to the cost of any 
water main extensions, an assessment of $300.00 per gross acre 
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shall be paid by Developer as such contiguous property is 
developed.

5. Developer shall provide City with all required easements for 
the extension of said water main into and through such addi¬ 
tional acreage.
